The receipts this week, both for the ports 
and interior towns, have been almcst exactly 
what we estimated they would be. 

They have fallen off 20,000 bales, but 13,- 
000 of this is at New Orleans. Small crop 
men have been expecting a sudden falling off 
in the receipts at the Atlantic ports before 
this; but this year has been an exoeption to 
the two last, as all the ports, other than New 
Orleans, have decreased in the past two 
weeks only 3,000 bales, compared with 26,- 
000 last year, 12,000 the year before. The 
increase is particularly noticeable at Charles- 
ton and Norfolk, being, at the former, 150 
per cent. over last year, and at the latter 70 
per cent. more than last year. 

The net receipts at Philadelphia are de- 
ma nding a large share of attention, having 
been, for the past two weeks, 6,880 bales, 
against 975 last year, is about seven times as 
much, 

The excess of receipts at the three ports 
named above accounts, in some measure, for 
the decrease at New Orleans; as much of 
(his cotton is shipped, by through bilds of 
lading, direct to Europe; whereas its former 
route was via New Orleans. This trade is 
increasing year by year, and, no doubt, has 
something to do with the small estimates of 
the crop at New Orleans, The receipts at 
that port being small,in comparison with 
the crop, leads the cotton dealers there to un- 
derstand the total crop. Wealso account, in 
the same way, for the small estimates of this 
crop at Mobile; the receipts there, this year, 
being smaller by about 10,000 bales than any 
year in the past four; not even excepting the 
small crop of two years ago, which was less 
than 8,000,000; the receipts, thus far, this 
year being 7,000 bales less than that year, 
same time, 

To show that there is still plenty of cotton 
in the interior, the receipts this week at the 
7 interior towns, except Memphis, are 55 per 
cent. more than last year; all of them show- 
ing about the same ratio of increase except 
Montgomery. The receipts at that place, in 
consequence of the almost total failure of the 
crops in that region, have dwindled down to

Nuttiog, and reminded him of his promise, 
and asked him why he had pot compiied, etc. 
He replied that he “bad not seen the bill,”’ 
had “forgotten all about it,” but would “louk 
it up to-morrow and bring it back” éte. Not 
hearing of it the next day, on Sunday night 
(‘he 15th ) seeing Mr. Nutting at the Kimball 
House I aguin asked him about the bill, whea 
he again replied that he ‘‘uad never seen the 
bill, and “did not know anything about it.” 
I then began to smell “something. ’ 

On the next morning, (Monday 16th ) I 
went to my friead Mr. Hunter, and informed 
him that I suspected that a “little dog,” or a 
“Liz dog,” or ‘some kind of a “dog” was 
roaming about in relation to my bill, and to 
look to it, which he did. And sure enough, 
late that evening, we found the bill at the 
desk of the Clerk of the House, with the 
“biped’s” scratch of “Finance—do not pass.” 
And, upon referring to the Journal of the 
House of the 18th of February, (the day of 
that night, I saw Mr. Nutting the second 
time, when he said he bad “forgot all about 
it,” etc..) and I found the following: 

Mr. Nutting, Chairman of the Guwni'tee 
oo Finance, submitted the following report. 
The Committees on Finance have had the 
following bills under bills under considera- 
tion, to-wit, which they reccommend “do

So it turned out that I was right in sup- 
posing that some “biped” had been roaming 
about piaying the mischief with my bill, 
while trom a serious accident several weeks 
ago, I was unable to walk, only able to “hobble 
avout,” a little.” And this miscnief was 
being done, too, while I was relying upon 
a word (of honor, I then supposed) of Mr. C. 
A. Nutting, Chairman of Finance Committee 

But the work of the “biped” was found 
out too late todo any good. By law, the 
Legislature was to adjourn in seven days. I 
could not hove to get my bill to Judiciary 
Committee in time to have a report, and if 
favorable, to have it pass both Houses. i 
therefcre asked Mr. Hunter, when 
the bill came up, in. its order, 
to state to the House the circumstances, and 
have the bill passed over without action. 
About the time the bill came up, Mr. Hunter’s 
attention was again called off, and witb the 
“scratch” of the “biped” upon my bill, it was 
voted down by the House. The next morn. 
ing, however, Mr. Hunter got up and stated 
his requests, &c.,to the Chairman of the 
Finance Committee; his promises, &c, to 


‘bring the bill back, (which was not devised) 


and that it had not been done as promised, Kc. 

{And he asked the House to reconsider its ac- 
tion upon the bill, and let it Jay on the 
table, as if no action had been taken upon it, 
which motion was immediately agreed to. 

Has any one ever seen woree Conduct than 
this, perpetrated by any person, or persons ? 
lam not flush with money; onthe contrary, 
am quite poor, (though I don’t usually speak 
of it, in private, and never boastof it pub- 
licly,) but I will pay a reward of fifty dollars, 
if any one (gentleman or rascal) can show 
any act of Kufus B. Butlock, or of a legis- 
lator, or of any Legislators of the Bullock 
Legislature, or of avy act cf any 
Finance Committee, or chairman of an Fi- 
nance Committee of the Bullock Legislature 
where more “bad fai where greater “‘per- 
tidy” aud where a more outrageous wrong 
upon the rights of any private citizen was 
ever practiced, than has been practiced on me, 
in this matter. 

But, may be the chairman of the Finance 
Committee, Mr. Nuttiog, can otfer some sat- 
isfactor explanation of this matter. He may 
be able to give his constitueats or the public 
gs “clue” to the “biped” that caused him to 
violate his promises to Mr. Hunter and my- 
self. It is due to me, it 1s due to his constit- 
uents, it is due to honest men, _ that 
they should know this “biped” ia 
or about a Georgia Legislature, 
that was “hiding” my bill from Mr. Nutting, 
so that he had “never seen it,’ and then 
“slipping it” in Mr. Nuttiag’s ‘report’ to the 
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will bave my bill referred, etc., when | will 
ropose to the Legislature, after presenting | 
the “Law and Testimony,” that, if it has any 
doub:s as to the legality or rightfulness of my 
claim, to allow me to make good my claim in 
the Courts of the State. And, if the Legis- 
lature wont pay me, and I can’t get to the 
Courts otherwise, I shall propose tu it to pass 
a bill allowing me the privilege of going to 
the Courts, by my giving a good bond to pa 
all the States expenses, including attorney’s 
fees, in litigating the matter, if £ don’t get 
judgment against her. 

After earning my money asI have, and 
have been kept out of itso long. And after 
the Convention of 1865, e0 handsomely ac- 
cordéd it to me, by authorizing “any Legis— 
lature” topay me—it will bea very hard case 
for me to have tu pay $500 or $1,000 to some 
lawyer to get my just rights acknowledged, 
etc, ia a Court. BuatI would much rather 
pay that eum out of my hard earnings, than 
be troubling members of the Georgia Lezis- 
lature, or the public, for my just rights; or of 
haviog any dealings whatever with “bipeds,” 
or other “characters that Ihave met with in 
the Legislatures of 1866 and 1873 and ’74.
